“T’ve been to both of those, and they 
are packed with people, so I mean, if 
we did one at Cal State Long Beach, I 
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ASI executives hope to set up the farmers market by spring.

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Academic 
Senate 
proposes 
replacing 
WPE test 


A writing intensive 
capstone course 
might be required 
for all students.

The Academic Senate is consid- 
ering a proposed change that would 
eliminate the Writing Proficiency 
Exam and replace it with another 
test along with a requirement for all 
students to complete a writing inten- 
sive capstone, 

The Cal State University Chan- 
cellor’s Office created the Gradua- 
tion Writing Assessment Require- 
ment through an executive order in 
1998. The order stipulates that up- 
per division undergraduate students 
must achieve a baccalaureate level 
of writing competence in order to. 
receive a bachelor’s degree. 

The Writing Proficiency Exam. 
(WPE), a test that prompts students 
to write an essay about a given top- 
ic, is the first step in completing the 
GWAR, according to Susan Platt, 
CSULB?’s director of testing, evalu- 
ation and assessment, 

Associate Director for GWAR 
Advising Linda Sarbo said that if

The Cal State University has ap-

Reed, who has served on the Board 
for 14 years, announced his retirement 
on May 24 and will continue serving 
on the Board until his successor is cho- 
sen. 
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CSU considers transferring data centers to create ‘efficiencies’ 


Plan calls for shift to 
online centers.

The Cal State University has ex- 
pressed plans to shut down at least 90 
percent of CSU data centers in an at- 
” tempt to transfer them to virtual pri- 
vate data servers, according to a CSU 
memorandum. 

The plan, known as the Data Center 
Initiative, was endorsed by the CSU 
Executive Council on Aug. 21, accord- 


ing to the same memorandum, which 
was addressed only to CSU presidents. 
According to Matthew. Black, 
systems analyst for Cal State Long 
Beach’s Network Services, the defini- 
tion of a data center is not entirely clear. 
Black said that data centers are rooms 
with raised floors, creating an empty 
space beneath the floors to store elec- 
trical cables or air-conditioning units, 
‘among -other things. Back-up batteries 
can also be stored in the 12-inch space. 
According to Black, there are at least 
two data centers on Cal State Long 
Beach’s campus: one in Brotman Hall 


‘and the other in the University Li- 


brary’s basement. 
According to the CSU memoran- 
dum, all proposals for moving the 


CSU’s data centers to virtual servers 
must be submitted to the Corporation 
for Educational Network Initiatives in 
California (CENIC), which provides 
Internet access and related services to 
the CSU, by mid-September. 

CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis said the 
system is still gathering information on 
what the Data Center Initiative would 
entail for the CSU, so the cost of the 
project and the number of employees it 
would affect remain unclear. 

“We're still in the process,” Fallis said. 
“We have already identified 76 data cen- 
ters, with the likelihood of more, [that] 
represent 3,600 across the CSU system.” 

Fallis said CENIC is working to find 
the best entity to meet the CSU’s needs 
for this project at the best cost. 


He also said the CSU is considering 
this project because the system is looking 
for “efficiencies,” or ways to save costs. 

“We are constantly keeping an eye 
on technology developments and look- 
ing at ways to create efficiencies for our 
system,” Fallis said. “We do think that 
there is a chance that we will be able to 
identify significant cost savings given 
the size of the operation.” 

Fallis said creating these efficiencies 
could affect the jobs of CSU employees. 

“When we talk about efficiencies, we 
very often are talking about people,” Fal- 
lis said. “How exactly that will play out 


-and what impact they will have on jobs, 


we don’t have that information available.” 
Richard McGee, bargaining chair 
for the Cal State University Employees 


Union (CSUEU) Unit 9, said the union 
is concerned about this project because 
of its potential effect on jobs. 

“The union is always concerned when 
there is danger of outsourcing,” McGee 
said. “This is clearly outsourcing.” 

However, Fallis said the CSU does 
not anticipate that reducing the number 


of employees is going to be a major fac- * 


tor in cost savings from the project. He 
said the project aims to save in costs on 
electricity, space utilization and equip- 
ment replacement. 

“This could save a lot of money,” 
CSULB President F. King Alexander 
said. “We would not lose anything be- 
cause of the new capacious increased 
capacity of more modernized data cen- 
ters.”

“This is awesome,” Shelby Vivianmu- 
noz, a junior marketing major at Cal State 
Long Beach, said as she made sandwiches. 

CSULB’s American Marketing 
Association partnered with Monday 
Night Mission, which is also a part of 
CSULB, to serve the homeless commu- 
nity in Los Angeles on Monday night. 

Monday Night Mission is a non- 
registered, non-profit organization that 
does not accept any monetary dona- 
tions. The sole aim of Monday Night 


Mission is to feed the less fortunate 
who are unable to find housing or are 
turned away from shelters. 

The volunteer group meets in the 
evening Monday through Friday at 
Burger King to prepare food, then 
heads to Skid Row in Los Angeles. 

Mel Tillekerate started the mission 
in February 2011 after accidentally 
passing through Skid Row. 

“T went through Skid Row one night 
at 1 a.m. and saw a lot of tents and people 
sleeping on the street,” Tillekerate said. 

Noticing that a-few people were still 
awake, Tillekerate said he drove to a 


nearby McDonald’s and bought ten 
sandwiches. As he passed them out, 50 
to 60 people surrounded him, Tilleker- 
ate said. . 

Daniel Zimmerman, a senior mar- 
keting student, said he suggested part- 
nering with the organization to AMA 
last semester. : 


“[It was] eye-opening,” he said. “Re- 


freshing, in a sense that it’s so easy to 
get lost in the cares of your own world 
and living comfortably that you forget 
[people are struggling.”

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CSULB adopts two new minors 
to become available in fall 2013 


Minors in global 
migration and queer 
studies were approved 
on Thursday.

Cal State Long Beach is opening its 
doors a little more to new branches of 
study by adding two new minors to its 
list: one in global migration and an- 
other in queer studies. 

The Academic Senate approved the 
minors at its meeting Thursday, and 
the minors are scheduled to become . 
available for students next fall. 

Global migration, to be offered 
through the College of Liberal Arts, 
is designed to prepare students for 
working with migrant populations, 
according to Heather Rae-Espinoza, 
department chair of global migration. 

“Instead of focusing on one particu- 
lar ethnic group, this minor will encour- 
age a comparative perspective across 
migrant groups,” Rae-Espinoza said. 

Rae-Espinoza said that students 
have already expressed interest in 


the minor and its practicality, as it 
complements majors such as sociol- 
ogy, international studies and human 
development. 

““T can see its usefulness,’ Nate 

Degour, a sophomore English litera- 
ture and creative writing major, said. 
“Tt would be a good emphasis to fur- 
ther understand whatever the person’s 
major may be.” - 

Alongside the new global migra- 
tion program, the Department of 
Women’s, Gender and Sexuality 
Studies has adopted a minor in queer 
studies. Jennifer Reed, WGSS advi- 
sor and department chair of queer 
studies, said that declaring a minor in 
queer studies will be possible in 2013; 
however, classes are available for stu- 
dents this year. 

Students have expressed interest in 
the subject, but some are confused by 
the usefulness of the minor. However, 
they also said that today’s evolving 
society has created need for a focus 
on queer studies. 

“It’s about time,” Jay Pagala, a 
sophomore hospitality management 
major, said. 

Cristina Chavez, a sophomore social 
work major, said that she can under- 
stand why the-new minor was added. 

“You could tie that in with a po- 


litical science [major or minor] if you 
want to focus on helping or learning 
about a specific group,” she said. 

Hernan Lozada, a sophomore civil 
engineering major, said he is unsure 
about the purpose of the program. 

“The name is pretty derogatory,” 
Lozada said. “I think that a lot of ho- 
mosexuals would want to study this to 
learn about themselves, but the name 
may drive them away.” _ 

However, according to the Office 
of Bisexual, Gay, Lesbian and Trans- 
gender Concerns’ website, the term 
“queer” is preferred by many members 
of the LGBT community because it 
acts as a more general “umbrella term” 
that covers all sexual minorities. 

“The goal of the program is to 
make available the idea of queerness 
to all students, whether they. take the 
classes or not,” Reed said. 

Reed also said that students in the 
department have been “chomping at the 
bit,” becoming excited about the minor. 

Reed said she and advocates of the 
program hope that students will be in- 
clined to question their understanding 
of gender and sexuality. 

“To be an educated person in to- 
day’s world, we need to have access to 
the idea that not everyone is straight,” 
Reed said.

‘According to Platt, the second read- 
ing will amend .the proposals made, and 
the senators will then vote on the pro- 
posal. The second reading is expected 
to take place during the next meeting, 
Aracely Montes, the assistant chair of 
the Academic Senate, said. 

After the second reading, if senators 
approve it, the test will then be piloted on

Program encourages women 
to take part in STEM fields 


WitsOn pairs students 
with mentors who ° 
work in science and 
technology.

Women in Technology Sharing 
Online (WitsOn) is trying to bring girl 
talk into a man’s world. 

WitsOn, a six-week pilot program 
starting Monday, pairs young women 


- with mentors working in the science, 


technology, engineering and math 
(STEM) fields. 

The program aims to increase 
student participation in STEM fields, 
according to Phillip Soffer, vice presi- 
dent of operations for WitsOn, said. 

Mae C. Jemison, the first black 
female astronaut, and Padmasree War- 
rior, Cisco’s chief technology officer, 
are among the lead mentors. 

At Cal State Long Beach, men typi- 
cally outnumber women in the STEM 
fields. 

In fall 2010, CSULB had 488 fresh- 
men engineering majors, 82 of which: 


a small section of campus to make sure 
that the test system will work for students, 
Platt said. The pilot will start next year if 
the proposal passes its second reading. 

If this policy passes, CSULB stu- 
dents will have to take the GPE test 
when they have 30:to 50 undergradu- 
ate units, according to the committee’s 
policy proposal.

Kriska Parda, a graduate student in 
biology, said that she noticed the gaping 
ratio between the sexes in her classes. 

“In [biology], there are more women 
than men; this vastly changes once I 
get chemistry, bio-chemistry, physics 
or math,” Parda said. 

Tiffany Do, a junior bio-chemistry 
major, said she is not surprised by the 
lack of women studying engineering. 
She said to attempt to go into a field 
where women are clearly outnum- 
bered can be intimidating and that 
she wished there was a program like 
WitsOn of campus. 

“Getting as much advice helps, 
especially coming from expert women 
who have already walked in my shoes,” 
Do said. : 

According to Houng-Wei Tsai, an 
assistant professor in biological scienc- 
es, there are multiple factors, including 
bias and incorrect information, holding 
women back from the field. 

“When women combine career with 
trying to start other ventures, such as 
families,” he said. “Social expectation 
tells them to put their career on hold or 
stop it altogether. Men don’t fall under 
this expectation.” 


more than 90 percent of native English’

“an 11 or higher on their first attempt at 


taking the WPE. However, more than 
50 percent of students with English as a 
second language score below an 11 and 
have to take other developmental pro- 
grams to fulfill the GWAR.

collect contact information and 
much more. 

Currently, CSULB has roughly 
7,045 users and 439 organizations 

“ registered with the program. From 
Associated Student Inc., to KBeach 
Radio, to fraternities and sorori- 
ties — too name just a few — most 
of CSULB’s organizations have 
OrgSync profiles. 

However, not too many students 
have jumped onto the OrgSync 
bandwagon. The organization 
presence is strong, but student 
presence is not. 

Why could this be? 

Well, the CSULB OrgSync has 
only been around for a little more 
than a year. Maybe the word on 
OrgSync is just not out yet? 

When OrgSynce was first 
introduced, many of the campuses 
organization leaders were encour- 
aged to get their organizations 
online. In a trickle down effect, 
many of the students that are cur- 
rently part of OrgSync are also 
part of an organization that is on 
OrgSync. : 

Yet, after many students registered, they rarely returned to the 
site. There could be a few reasons for this. 

Besides having an OrgSync, most on campus organizations have 
a dedicated website, Facebook page, Twitter or some other online 
presence to run their organization. Many of these platforms are 
free and easy to use and are quite accessible, but they are not com- 
pliant with the American Disabilities Act. 

But is OrgSync working? Does anyone really use it? 

The problem is students are busy enough as it is. Nobody wants 
to manage more profiles than are needed. Facebook is great because 
not only can students “like” and be a part of their organization 
online, but at the same time they can see what their friends are do-

ing or watch videos or post statuses. After surfing Facebook for a 
while and getting their information on their organization that way, 
why would students want to log on to another account so they can 


’ see information that is most likely not as up-to-date as to what they 


can find on their organization’s website or social network? 

OrgSync does not even have an app that you can download from 
the Apple or Android app markets. 

Students rely on their phones daily for information more than 
anything else. 

If OrgSync had a convenient app like most social networks do, 
then maybe it could take off. 

No, a mobile version for your web browser does not cut it, 
OrgSync. Students want applications to be at their fingertips. Heck, 
Apple added an extra row for apps on the new iPhone 5. 


Do not get us wrong. If utilized correctly OrgSync could be a 
great tool through which all of CSULB’s organizations can interact 
in one place. There is a calendar of events that is useful, but the 
only organizations capitalizing on it are ASI and sororities. If 
students do not join and organizations do not start updating their 
profiles, then what is the point? 

It is important to remember that OrgSync is still in a develop- 
mental stage. 

The numbers are growing, and that is a positive. However, if 
students and organizations do not start utilizing it, then maybe it is 
time to reconsider the investment. : 

There is still hope for OrgSyne. It will just be an uphill battle to 
get students to add to their daily Internet surfing routine.

‘Smashed’ is a sincere portrayal of the road to sobriety

Sobering in every meaning of the word, 
“Smashed,” directed by James Ponsoldt (“Off The 
Black”), is a heartwrenching film detailing the infec- 
tious nature of alcoholism.

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Long Beach State enters conference 
play with nation’s seventh-best RPI 


The 49ers will begin 
their quest for a third 
consecutive Big West 
title this weekend.

The Long Beach State women’s 
soccer team has endured its tough- 
est matches of the season and will be- 
gin Big West Conference play ranked 
among the best in collegiate soccer. 

.Following a 1-0 defeat of San Diego 
in their final nonconference game, the 


* 49ers (7-3) moved up one spot in the 


National Soccer Coaches Association 
of America (NSCAA) Coaches Poll to 
21st in the nation. They are also posi- 
tioned seventh in the season’s first Rat- 
ings Percentage Index (RPI) rankings 
— a spot earned by tough scheduling 
and clutch wins. 

“Tt’s been a lot of work and years of 
scheduling and fundraising to get out to 
some of these places, and we’re getting 
some of those returns now,” head coach 
Mauricio Ingrassia said. “We’ve put 
ourselves in a good position, but now 


. there’s still a lot of work to be done.” 


LBSU’s high RPI can largely be 
credited to matchups with No. 6 Texas 
A&M, No. 9 BYU and No. 22 Michi- 
gan. The Beach has also faced Baylor

and Texas Tech, each of which rank in 
the top 50 of the nation’s RPI. 

The ‘Niners will likely see a dip in 
their RPI as soon as Big West play be- 
gins, however, as UC Irvine is the only 
conference school with a top-50 rank- 
ing. That doesn’t mean there isn’t any- 
thing at stake for the 49ers though, as 
they will be looking to win their third 
consecutive Big West title. 

“Obviously, you’re playing for a 
league championship now,” Ingrassia 
said. “Knowing the implications that 
each game has — that’s the biggest dif- 
ference. There’s a lot more riding on 
some of these conference games.” 

The level of competition in the Big 


West may not be as strong as The Beach 
faced in its nonconference schedule, 
but Ingrassia said his team’s chances of 
running the table are slim despite being 
the clear favorites in every match. 

“We’ve never done that,” he said of 
sweeping the conference. “I think there 
was one year we went undefeated and 
there, was a tie. We just set out to do the 
best we can each and every game. Our 
sport is really difficult — it’s like if you 
ask a baseball team to go undefeated, 
it’s going to be tough.” 

The 49ers will open Big West play 
with a pair of road games this weekend, 
as they will face UC Riverside and Cal 
State Fullerton on Friday and Sunday.
